the trcmendou.s demonstrations of starving workiRginen in Umdon. Ilirmingham. am', oilier town>. Tlie 
English trade iim'inists begin to understand, that whlmiit n isiHiical elasa moveinem. their ei'onomic strug¬ 
gle ia hopeless. Our .American fraternal delegalca to Enrijs- rejsirtisl in Pittsburg that ivluU most struck 
them at the last Kritish Trade Union t’ongicss oa different 'roni our .Ann'riean ooinentions, was the fact 
that almost all the time wa-s taken up hv polities, aad by tlu' diseuision of the |M)litiea1 labor inovenu nt.

Thev find now in England also that it is 
absolutely neccssarv for the workers to get hold of the latch of legislation if they intend to acvsmiph.sh 
anything worth while and anything lasting.

In Germany, as we all know, the develo|ig(en^ of. the labor movement waa from exactly the np|sisile 
direction. There Fenlinand latsalle started >ne modern lalw m.vement alaailutely upon a ))oi’tieal laisis. 
The Allg«*rocine Deiitsebe Artieiter-Ve'ein dignifldqd before e!! things the universal elislonil finneliise for 
the workers, and then a hundred million dollam from tlic Prussian .sitath, in order to start a eoHipcniliyi' 
workshop ayateni. These demands, ns all the othojRwrhicIi laisalle formulated, were purely jiolilieal in their 
ehanu.ter. Taisalle and the iron-clad laisallcuna hadliotbing hul derision for the tradi's union- which had 
Ik'on held up a.s one oi the main panaceas for the vrtwkiog iieople hr laisalle’s bourgisiis opponent.Seliiiltze- 
Delitsch. In the heat of the fight. I,asalle naturallx to far in his opjmsition to the trades iitiioiis. 
Hut even Laaalle's friend and successor in the dicllrtomliip of the .MIgeuieine Deutsche .\rlieitef Vereiii 
and the young Socialist party of Uie time, .lohami vj, Schweitzer, by tiie mere force of csinditinna. founil 
himself compelled to start trade 'jnions of hi* oual, which have grown to a membership of about I.IOO.IHIO 
that is, they have now about a.s many member* as tn*;EagU*!i trade union movement. 

Thua while in England the tendency for a loo^.^itne was to n'ganl the |¥>litiful side of tlie labor (pusi- 
tion d* something secondary—the labor rejircsentsiWlfcs n*ually voted with the luln'ral [uirty—in Gcrmuiiy, 
on the other hand, the trade union movement wa* coisidered of iesa account until of late. For even the 
early ifar.vian Socialists in Genuany had little or no.use for the trade union*. ^Vs a matter of fart, jinee 
the I.AsalIean wing had started the trade union the (lewerksehaftcn. the earlV Marxians thought 

it their duty to fight them as much as possililu—i^tdl tH7.V when the union of. the laisnlleans and the Eis- 
e.mackerw was effected. And similar conditioiia to’j^nse which forced upon the attention of the English 
working titas the necessity of a strong jiolitical claai roorement, forced also upon the German working elaa- 
Ihc necessity of developing a strong economic movwkent of the lalioring ela.**.

carded. From Germany, the American lahor rndhrement rocelved .its Socialism, an idea which originally 
wa* purely political, but now takes in tho trades union movement.. 

But thank* to tlie fervor of tlie Socialista in the eighties of the last century, we aec from the begin¬ 
ning of the trades union movement in America a c-onstant fight. The Sociali.sta at firat tried to run the 
trade union* simply as an appendix tii the Socialist party, and fought and villified the lalior leaders' who 
resisted; while on the other hand, these lahor leiuli'ra—^me of whom were rspiUlist politician*—raa|le 
use of these attacks to make the trades nnionists of the 'oanntiy believe that the Socialist* were the tnemiee 
of the trade unions. Tlii* war went on relentlessly fad year* and found if* ^t natural expression, when 
Diuiiel DeLeon (who made his entrance into the Socialist movement in 18!>2) started the .Socialist Trade- 
and Labor Alliance in 1890 in opposition to the .Vmttipan Federation of l,abor, for the purpose of creating 
a {rarely {lolitical trade union movement. Deixon waaSogical from the old Socialist ttand|mint, but (list 
standpoint wa* wrung and the attempt nceesMrilr failed. 

Since then, even the most fanatic Lanallean .Socioliota in America could not hup but learn from the 
example of the Socialist parties in Europe and also .^ai i.he failure of their own tactics in thi* 
country. The trouble is only that they went to the epposife extreme. And while they formerly tried to 
inject Socialist {xditics into the trade* unions, cxanipfasi of whicli were Uie SociqlUt Trade and I.Abor .\1- 
liance and later the American Isilior Union, they now, tiV to inject irade unionism into Socialist {jotitic* 
and to solve polidcal questions by the trade union. The trade onion is now the fetich before which we 
must .bow down. And “iiufusfrtaiisie,”—a term whidi simply signifies one form of an orgunUitian for 
trades unions and per *e has nothing to do witli sooialiam—is in future to be ronsideted by Socialists as 
the magic teg wbcin will open the gate of freedom for the American proletariat. The result of thi* 
other extreme waa the formation la*t June of tha Indnatrial Worker* of the World in Ct'icago, which in 
its platform demands that the trade union should also do the work of s political party. Tnat U Ha sense, 
if anv nensa can be made ont of its contradiction*.

As usual, both extremes are wrong. 

The trades union and the aocial-Democratir party ate both a {>art of the labor movement, but they have 
different and se]>arate f'jiKtions. 

The trades union seeks the raising of wages in teoetdance with the eonditions of the labor market, the 
abolition of over-time and better py for it whej it ia gbsolutelv mwssary. Every trades imioo strives to 
secure more humane working conditions. Every tradea'snion opposes tlie redoelion of wages. Every trades 
nnimi strengthens the feeling of solidarity. Every trades nnior is a promise of a better standard of liv¬ 
ing for the working class. 

So much for the trades unifin. 

On the other band, every lost strike—and every strike won—teaches the trades union man that hi* eco¬ 
nomic struggle alone is entirely inadequate. Wage tcalea adopted are incapable of overbridgtng the chasm 
between labor and capital. The fight will break out again, and must break ont spin. And Uie interference 
of the capitalist states and mnliicipl governments—(he plice, the court, the military—constantly reminds 
the wage-workers that the economic rule of tlie capitdm class culminate* in it* plitical rule. 

It also reminds the workers that the only adequate weapn i* the ballot.

“right .side up.” Certain erabs and 
other animals have the practice of 
placing minute pebbles in their ears, 
and when these arc taken away from 
tliem they lose all desire to main- 
tnih an upright position. So also 
it is shown that in thg cells of plants 
there are loose grain^ of starch that 
serve the same purpose as the peb¬ 
ble* in the crab's ears. This is but 
one of the many marvelous things 
this book has for the reader. For¬ 
merly scientists stndieil the forms 
of plants, now they study the life of 
the plant.

The legislature of North Dakota 
last year passed, and the governor

That was tho llrst success 
in a fight which the public health 
authorities have waged in twenty 
states each year for twenty years.

Rut the newspapers, be it 
said to their everlasting credit, re- 
fuserl to fall in line to the threats of 
the patent medicine association. 


EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

United States Consul Fleming aends to Washington some farts about 
the peopla^s ownership of the electric car* and electric lights in Edin¬ 
burgh. Before 1893 tlie car lines, then drawn by horses, were [irivatcly 
owned. The city bought them for $1,664,610. The line* were then 
brought up to the modem form and in 1839 leased to a private company 
And the lines have been yielding a return to the city over all of about 
$486,650 a -/ear ever iiinre, and will yield a larger sum for the current 
year. The fare U two cents a mile for distances exceeding a mile; for a 
mile or Icms a fixed charge of two cents is made. T!ie consul quotes the 
city clerk of Edinburgh as saying that “the results attest that the Under¬ 
taking has rapacity for expansion of iraific and forms an as.«t of enor¬ 
mous value.'' The lines are fast paying for the original cost of llte pur¬ 
chase. 

In the matter of electric light the report says that the present system 
has baen in operation ten years and is alen operated as well as owneil by 
the people of Edinburgh. For the year ending last May the net return 
to the city was $108,884 out of>9hi^ $83,193 w x plar<^ in the reserve 
fond. 

While ownership of muiiripal utilities by the people is handicapped 
in this country by the rottenness of the capitalist party administrations, 
it is nevertheless forging aheail. 

In Milwaukee the municipal waterworks, while charging ridiculous¬ 
ly low rates for water, is still able to turn over into the general treasurv 
•omrthtng like sixty thousands of dollars of profits a viwr, and this money 
is now to be used toward installing a municipal lighting plant, as the re¬ 
sult of an agitation started by the .Socialist aldermen to secure legislative 
sanction for its use in such vravs.
